The US and French embass- 
ies, on American residential 
quarter of Kuwait, a power 
station and the control tower of 
the international airport were 
all targets of the attack, which 
was unprecedented in the Gulf.

Kuwait promised the “maxi 
mum punishments" for those 
responsible. 

One of the bombers, who was 
blown across the road in front 
of the American Embassy after 
driving a lorry loaded with 
explosires through the main 
gate of the compound, survived 
the blast and wars undergoing 
surgery last night whiie Kuwai- 
ti secwîty authorities waited to 
discover his identity. 

About 60.000 Iranians liıc in 
Kuowaît under clûse scrrtiny by 
the state police. The Americans 
last night believed that the 
Iranian Government was prob- 
ably behind the assault. 

Borh the Uinited States and 
France had apparently received 
warning that some attack was 
fo be made upon tteir embass- 
ies but assumed it nonld occur 
in Beirut where embassy 
security has been substantially 
increased over the past two 
days. : 

Given the amûsnt of exp!os- 
ives used, it was remarkable 
that only foûr people were 
killed and 54 wounded, al- 
though the bombs, wtıch arl 
detonated in the space of abort 
an hour, were obviously meant 
to cause far greater casualties.

The bombing at Amerl- 
can : EiiTaSsSy: followed an 
almost identical pattem to 
those in Beirıt last October 
which killed almost 300 US 
Marines and French para- 
troops. And like those attacks, 
yesterday's explosions in 
Kuwait were almost immedi- 
ately claimed by a telephone 
caller who rang Agence France 
Presse in Beirut to say that he 
represented the Islami Jihad 
(islamic Struggle) movement 
which anroımced that it had 
bombed the Americans and 
French two months ago. 

The Kuwait attacks were 
both an indication of growing 
anti-Amerkan sentiment in the 
Middle East and of the 
rminerability of the militarily 
weak Gulf states who fear that 
Iran's revolution might at Jast 
be about to spread soribhwards

Mr Justice Woolf ruled 
yesterday 1hat Hillingdon 
Health Authority had, acted 
unlawfully when il made de- 
cided to close the 53-year-old 
Northwood, Pinper and District 
Hospital. 

In September the authority 
had decided to close 
hospital temporarily because of 
ovcrspending in the district 
which would have reached £lm 
unless drastic measures were 
taken. A temporary shutdown 
leading to permanent closure 
would save £358,000 in a full 


ear. 

However, Hillingdon had not 
taken account of the doctors’ 
three-month contracts and 
although the authority had now 
issued termination notices 
ending the contracts in Feb- 
ruary, their September decision 
was quasbed. 

The hospital which has 36 
beds, has remained open pending 
the outcome of the court acüion. 
Fhe judge said his order would 
only add a short additional delay 
before the authority met to 
reconsider the ° question of 
closure. 

The first decision had been 
supported by only a small 
majority. and the judge said 
they were entitled .to come to 
the same decision again but he 
recognized that there could be a 
different decision.

Sir, Î would like to add to the letter 
in your paper on December 6 
expressing Concern for the future of 
the Greater London Record Office.

In West Yorkshire the future of 
our archive service is less certain. In 
1974 many people tike myself with 
a lifelong interest ın local history 

«and. the preservation of local 
records, ‘were pleased when the West 
Yorkshire Metropolitan County 
"Council established a çounty archive 
service wıth good conservatton 
facilities 10 supplement existing 
services slarted by some of the 
former county boroughs. 

In 1982, on the inımative of the 
county council, the West Yorkshire 
Archive Service was set up. This iS5 a 
Joint servıce admınsstercd by a 
committee representing the county 
council and the five dıstnct councils. 

This servtce includes large collect 
tons of official records relating to the 
whole of the former West Riding. 
datıng from lhe early sevenieenth 
century. 1 also admınısters the fine 
collections nf the Yorkshire Ar- 
chaeologıcal Socıct!y in Leeds. many 
of which are rıch ım medıeval 
Yorkshire records 

Regular users of this service. like 
myself would like to see thıs new 
joint servıce developed to deal with 
the large amount of rescue and other 
archıve work wanıng to be done ın 
thıs counly The White Paper 
Pp that when the metropolitan 
county councils are aholıshed ın

The exist- 
encpf an underground, presum- 
abl¥Bhiite, capable of mounting 
six pectacular bomb altacks 
simdaneously in different paris 
of tl] city-state, must therefore 
havgtome as a severe shock. 
One kesponse. that is clearly 
calle for is an overhaul of

Yeslerday’s six explosions in 
Kuwait are horrifying enough in 
themselves but the casualties 
1hey caused seem, in comparison 
to those of similar recent events 
in Lebanon, to have been almost 
mercifully light. In the cirçum- 
stances the tact 1har they hap- 
pened is less significant than the 
place where they happened. The 
primary message intended is 
clearly that, so long as the 
United States and France pursue 
heir present policies in the 
Middle East, their represenla- 
tives cannot expect to be safe 
anywhere in the area. The 
secondary message is that other 
rab states beside Lebanon are 
vulnerable 10 terrorism and

It is by now gcnerally accepted 
that the suicide bornbings in 


ˆ Lebanon - against the American 


embassy in Beirut last April, 
against the American and French 
contingents of the multinational 
force in October, and against the 
Israeli headquarters in Tyre on 
November 4 — are the work of 
Shiite extremists, inspired. if not 
direcUy instigated by revolution- 
ary Iran. A degree of Syrian 
complicity is widely assumed but 
not definitely proven. 


The attack on the American 
embassy in Kuwait was a suicide 
bombing, the other five incidents 
yesterday apparently not. There 
1s perhaps 2 crumb of encourage- 
ment to be found there in as 
much as it suggests the supply of 
candidates for martyrdom 1s not 
absolutely unlimited. But one is 
enough to establish a strong 
presumption of some connexion 
between these events and those 
in Lebanon.
